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PREAMBLE. 



It haying become obvious that the origi-

on long and intimate acquaintance, through 
times and difficulties which, with many, 
'tried young men's souls,' at that early 
period of life when the heart is pure and 
tender, and when alone true friendships, 
uninfluenced by cold policy and self-interest, 
can in reality be formed, we bind ourselves 
together under the name of the 'Groton 
Inyikcible Club,' as a band of friends and 
companions. 

We pledge our honors to continue to each 
other the same feelings of friendship, the 
same acts of kindness and affection, which, 
for many years past, have been uninterrupt- 
edly enjoyed among us. We will meet at 
proper times and places, for the purpose of 
participating in kind interchanges of social 
feelings, of grasping the hands, of hearing 
the voices, and of seeing the smiles of warm 
and sincere friends. We will at such times 
exert ourselves to recall to each others minds 



pleasant scenes and associations of the past, 
happy thoughts of the present, and cheering 
hopes of the future.

CONSTITUTION. 



SECTION I. 

OF THE CLUB. 

Abt., 1. This society shall be called the 
^Groton Invincible Clttb/ and shall have 
for its motto, 

«P)atUCeaotos, toeU met.* 

Art. 2. Its head quarters shall be in 
Groton, where one meeting, at least, shall 
be held each year. 

SECTION II. 

OF OFFICERS. 

V 

Art. 1. The officers shall be a President, 
Vice Resident, Corresponding Secretary, 



Recording Secretary, Treasurer, and a Board 
of Directors. 

Art. 2. The President shall preside at 
meetings when present, preserve order thereat, 
and have a general supervision and superin- 
tendence over all the affairs of the Club. 

Art. 3. The Vice President shall perform 
the duties of President in his absence, and 
when that office shall be vacant. 

Art. 4. The Corresponding Secretary 
shall give notice of the annual meeting to 
members, notify newly elected members 
of their election, write all letters and com- 
munications relating to the Club which 
he may think necessary, or which he may 
be requested to write by other members. 

Art. 6. The Recording Secretary shall 
keep an accurate record of the proceedings 
of meetings in Groton and elsewhere, when 
present, and shall record the minutes of pro- 
ceedings of other meetings of the Club^ 
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when they are transmitted to him for that 

purpose. 

Art. 6. The Treasurer shall apportion 
the expenses of the Club among the mem- 
bers, coUeet assessments and fines, and pay 
all bills as directed by the Board of Directors. 

Art. 7. The Board of Directors shall 
consist of the Recording Secretary and five 
elected persons, who shall make all necessary 
arrangements for the annual and other meet- 
ings, see that every thing necessary is pre- 
pared for the reception of members at the 
meetings, and obtain and return the bills of 
expenditures therefor to the Treasurer. 

When a meeting is to be held in any other 
place than Groton, the member or members 
of this Board residing in that place, shall 
make the arrangements for that meeting. 

Art. 8. When the President and Vice 
President are both absent, the chair shall be 
filled by some one of the other officers, in 



the order in which they are Mentioned in 
this Constitution, excepting that the Record- 
ing Secretary shall never be called to the 
(Jhaii. 

Art. 9. All officers shall hold their ofi- 
fices one year, and till others are chosen in 
their places. 

SECTION III. 

OF MEMBEBS. 

Art. 1. All the members of the Club, 
under the old Constitution, who shall sign 
this Constitution within six months from its 
adoption, shall remain members still. 

Art. 2. At aiiy regular meeting in Grotoh 
or elsewhere, when five members are present, 
any peifson not excluded by articles 3d, 4th, 
and 5th, of this section, may be nominated 
as a member of this C^ub, and if unani- 
mously elected, may afterwards act as such 
until the next annual meeting, when l^e 
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shall be initiated, unless objection is made 
thereto. 

Art. 3. No person shall become a mem* 
ber miless he has some attachment for Gpo- 
ton, either by having been bom there, lived 
there, attended sphool, or visited there, or 
unless he is of such a disposition as to "^ be- 
come attached thereto by attending the 
annual meetings of the Club. 

Art. 4. No person shall join the cluJb 
unless he is a ^ whole souled fellow,' whose 
heart will beat in unison with the heart 
of every other member thereof. 

Art. 6. No person shall be chosen a 
member unless he is recommended by two 
members with whom he is personally ac- 
quainted. 

SECTION IV. 

OF MEETINGS. 

Aat. 1. One Annual Meeting shall be 
held in Groton, in each year, on the first 
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Wednesday of August, when every member 
is expected to be present. 

Art. 2. A meeting may be held in 
Groton at any intermediafte time during the 
year when three members request it, and are 
present. 

Art. 3. A meeting may be held at any 
time, in any other place, by five members ; 
and in such^ case, if the Recording Secretary 
is absent, a Secretary pro tem. shall be 
chosen, to take minutes of the proceedings 
and transmit them to the Recording Sec- 
retary, who shall record them with the pro*- 
ceedings of oth^r meetings. 

Art. 4. The intermediate meetings.may 
be held for the purpose of passing votes and 
resolutions, giving directions to the Board 
of Directors, making suggestions in regard 
to the duty of members, devising plans for 
the encourageinent and support of the Club, 
choosing . memb<»rs, according to Artide 2, 
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Section 3 ; and transacting any other busi- 
ness, excepting that nothing shall be done 
affecting the rights of absent members, only 
as {H*ovided in Section 6, Article 1. 

SECTION V. 

DUTY OF MEMBERS. 

Ari:. 1. Members shall discourage the 
use of intoxicating drinks by any of the 
Club. 

Aet. 2. No one shall propose a person 
for initiation, unless he be intimately ac- 
quainted with him, and is well satisfied that 
he will ^lake a worthy member. 

Art. 3. Members shall conduct towards 
each other on all occasions as becomes fHends 
and companions. 

Art. 4. Any member may be expelled 
at an annual meeting, by a unanimous vote 
of the members present ; and any memb^ 
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may be suspended until the next annual 
meeting, at any intermediate meeting, by a 
unanimous vote of the members present. 

Art. 6. When any vote is taken upon the 
suspension or expulsion! of a membei, his 
vote shall not be received. 

SECTION YI. 

OP THE BY-LAWS. 

Art. 1. At the annual meetings, and at 
any intermediate meeting, held in Groton, 
when five members are present, By-Laws 
may be passed not inconsistent with the 
letter and spirit of this Constitution. 

Art. 2. The Club shall have power to 
make By-Laws fining members for absence, 
neglect or breach of duty, misconduct, &c. 

SECTION YIL 

OP THE CONSTITUTION. 

Art. 1. This Constitution shall take ef-

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feet from and after the time it is accepted^ 
and all the ofSices under it filled. 

Abt. 2. Any alteration or addition may- 
be made at an annual meetings by a vote 
of t^o-thirds of the members present. 



BY-LAWS. 



Art. 1. The Board of Directors may, at 
their discretion, prepare a dinner or a supper 
for the annual meeting, or both ; and may- 
make arrangements for a ride, together Tvith 
such other arrangements as they think proper, 
notice thereof being given to the Corre- 
sponding Secretary in season for him to 
notify members, according to Article 2. 

Abt. 3. The Corresponding Secretary 
shall notify every member of the Club, 
of the time and place of holding the annual 
meeting, and the arrangements concerning 
it, at least thirty days previous thereto. 

Abt. 3. Temporary Executive Officers 
may be appointed at any meeting, to carry 
into effect votes passed thereat. 
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Abt. 4. At the annual meetings, proper 
notice shall be taken of the marriages and 
deaths of members of the Club, which took 
place during the year previous. 

Abt. 6. The initiation of member^ shall 
be according to the form, dnd in the manner 
pointed out by the pjfesiding officer for the 
time being. 

Art. 6. Any member who shall be ab- 
sent at the annual meeting, shall pay a fine 
of one dollar; and any absent member who 
shall not write to the President or Corre- 
sponding Secretary, previous to the meeting, 
that he will necessarily be absent, stating 
his whereabouts and whatabouts, &c. shall 
pay a fine of two dollars.* 

Art. 7. Any member who shall conduct 
improperly at any meeting, may be fined by 
the presiding officer, with right of appeal to 
the meeting, not exceeding the sum of fifty 
cents, for each offence. 
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Abt. 8. Any member who, on the day 
or evening of any meeting, shall partake 
of any intoxicating drinks, or see another 
member partaking thereof, without protest- 
ing against it in the name of the Club, shall 
pay a fine of one dollar. 

Art. 9. Fines collected at the meeting 
at which they are assessed, shall be used in 
paying the expenses of that meeting ; and 
fines collected at any other time, shall be used 
in paying the general expenses of the Club. 

Art. 10. The general expenses shall be 
assessed equally among all the members 
of the Club. 

Art. 11. The expenses of meetings shall 
be assessed equally, among the members 
present. 

Art. 12. The Ofllcers of the Club may 
be chosen by ballot, or in any other way, as 
the meeting at which they are to be chosen 
shall direct.

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Art. 13. Any officer who shall neglect 
his official duty, may i)e fined, at any meet- 
ing at which the subject is brought up, such 
sum as may be thought proper. 

Art. 14. At the annual dinner or ride^ 
if the Board of Directors shall consent, 
ladies may be invited by the members, to 
participate in the pleasures of the occasion.
